OLD AGE PENSIONS 
W ith »11 their wild »pending, 
our 
Career 
Congressmen 
have 
overlooked a place where a mod­ 
erate amount of spending would 
do a .great deal of good. 
A person on Old Age Assistance 
in Texas, draws an average of 
$52 99 per month, with a tnaxi- 
mum of $67.00 per month.

am ount equal to only l/266ths of 
the annual budget), the amounts 
can be raised, m atched by st?te 
funds, to $75.00 per month aver­ 
age and $100.00 per month m axi­ 
mum. 
The reason why this additional 
paym ent can be made a t such 
low expense to the government 
is three-fold. First; the old age 
pension rolls are going down rap­ 
idly, there being now only 2.300,- 
000 on the rolls as against the 
peak of 2,700,000 in 1052. Most 
of the 
older people who 
now 
reach retirem ent age now go on 
Social Security. The cost to the 
government becomes less and less 
as the number on the rolls is 
reduced 
each year. Second; 
a 
number of other states are un 
able or unwilling to m atch the 
federal grant, which leaves more 
money available for states which 
do. And. Third; Texas at the last 
election voted an additional $7,- 
000,000.00 per year and when the 
legislature makes this additional 
appropriation, Texas 
can 
meet 
the additional federal grant. 
SOCIAL SECURITY 
Social Security is entirely dif­ 
ferent from Old Age Assistance. 
It is not a government grant, but 
is an insurance system, the prem­ 
iums for which are paid by the 
employer and employee. To be 
sound, and to effect its purpose, 
the Social Security System must 
be based upon sound insurance 
principles. Congress should quit 
playing politics with the Social 
Security Law. 
The 
so - 
called “liberalizing” 
am endm ents of the Social Secur­ 
ity law are just another tax. Al­ 
ready 
the rates are 
going 
up 
more rapidly than planned, and 
the wage base has been greatly 
increased. 
The 
Social 
Security 
tax will soon be a 9% gross in­ 
come 
tax with no deductions. 
Only by adhering to rigid insur­ 
ance principles in the adminis­ 
tration of this Act can the in­ 
sured be certain of receiving his 
lull benefits when the time comes 
to retire. 
“Liberalizing” a m e n d m e n t s , 
such as the Forand Bill, are an 
additional 
burden 
on 
the one 
who pays for Social Security. 
Medical help for the aged should 
be based upon State and Federal 
help in connection with a volun­ 
tary plan for private insurance. 
It should not be tied on to Soc­ 
ial Security as another tax. 
Congress 
is 
playing 
politics 
with Social Security. The funds, 
as they come into the treasury, 
are immediately spent. Instead of 
investing the funds in govern­ 
m ent bonds, purchased in the 
¡ open market, the government is- 
i sues new bonds and places them 
, in the trust fund, thus adding to 
the am ount of the national debt. 
¡The trust fund contains nothing 
more than the promises of the 
; government that, in the future, 
i it wil levy additional taxes to pay 
j the benefits. This system of ad­ 
ministering the Social Security 
fund, if indulged in by a private 
insurance company, would result 
in all the officers of the insur­ 
ance company going to the peni­ 
tentiary. Here is what a great 
! newspaper, the Houston Chron- j 
Ucle, ( the second largest news­ 
paper in Texas), says Congress 
is doing to the trust fund: 
“Over the two decades or 
more since social security be­ 
came the law of the land, the 
treasury has collected uncount­ 
ed billions in social security 
taxes. In theory, these taxes 
go inito a fund to meet obli- 
i gâtions 
which 
become 
d u e 
j when 
claim ants file 
applica- 
1 tlon for the benefit payments 
guaranteed by social security. 
But there exists no such fund. 
The social security moneys do 
not exist.
